On Masera Island, up tn the Per 
sian Gulf, where there is not a 
single tree standing and the wind 
blows across the {sland ceaselessly, 
Red Cross fleld men brought fishing 
tackle, books and writing paper to 
service men. Most welcome gift 
from the Red Cross was clippers 
for hair cutting—the boys had been 
without a barber for months. 

In Persia, a Red Cross Field Dt- 
rector was able to locate a soldier's 
mother whom he hadn't seen for 
25 years. 

In Africa, Red Cross fleld men 
flew in Army planes, hitch-hiked in 
supply trucks, bumped in jeeps over 
bombed convoy routes, through 
blinding sand storms and glaring 
sun to help men with personal 
problems and emergency commu- 
nications, and to deliver magazines 
and books, cigarettes and chocolate 
to isolated posts and bases. 

In Italy, Red Cross fleld men ac 
companied the troops in on the in- 
vasion barges. 

In India, a sergeant was sen- 
tenced to the guard hvuse for dis: 
orderly conduct. His officer couldn't 
understand the boy’s behaviour. He 
was a nice kid—-he’d never gone to 
pieces before. 

The officer asked the Red Cross 
Field Director to see him. The Red 
Cross man discovered a very wor- 
ried boy. His wife had not been re- 
ceiving his allotments, she wasn't 
well and needed an operation. She 
thought the soldier must have can- 
celled his allotments and a misun- 
derstanding had arisen between 
them so that she was no longer 
writing him. 

The field man got in touch with 
the Red Cross chapter in the boy's 


of the 1st Division near Mt. Etna, 


honié town immediately, [t took 
care of her, financed her operation 
and saw that she had adequate 
funds to provide for herself until the 
allotment again came through. 

When the Red Cross man ex- 
plained what had happened to the 
soldier's Commanding Officer, the 
latter promptly released the boy 
from the guard house. From then 
on the boy was all right. His wor- 
ries were over, and the Army had 
gained a good fighting man. 

All over the world, in every the: 
atre of war and active battle front 
go the American Red Cross field 
men—helping soldiers with major 
and minor personal problems, bring- 
ing them recreational {tems such as 
magazines, books, comfort articles, 
athletic equipment and re-establish- 
ing thelr contact with home, These 
men share the conditions and haz 
ards under which the soldiers fight. 
They also share thelr lives. They 
are on call day and night whenever 
they are needed. : 

G.I.’s overseas have many prob- 
lems, Often home seems very, very 
far away. With tho Red Cross there 
at hand wherever he may be, the 
soldier knows he can always get in 
touch with home—that he need 
never feel alone with problems he 
doesn’t know how to solve himself. 
More than 3,000,000 service men 
passed through Red Cross 
men’s offices last year. 

On the mud clogged roads of 
Italy, through the far jungles of 
New Guinea, on lonely desert posts, 
Red Cross field nien take your place 
beside your boy. In order to con- 
tinue this service, the Red Cross 
urgently needs contributions from 
the American people to its $200, 
000,000 War Fund drive this month.

THE SACREDNESS OF LIFE 
(TEMPERANCE LESSON) 
LESSON TEXT; Gen, 1:27, 28; Matt. 
12:11, 12; Rom, 14:19-21; I Cor, 6:19, 20, 
GOLDEN TEXT: Know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the Holy 

Spirit?—I Corinthians 6:19. 


A high and ennobling concept of 


the value of human life is an impor- 
tant element in Christian thought. 
The Word of God always regards 


humin life as sacred—a gift of God 
to be used for His glory, never to 
be exploited for gain or destroyed 
at will. 

This important truth needs con- 
Stant reiteration in a social order 
which {is so shortsighted and sinful 
that it will permit the destruction of 
man through the sale and use of alco- 
holic beverages, The lesson has a 
real applicution to the liquor prob- 
lem. 

I, God Honored Man (Gen, 1:27, 
28), 

It should be of primary interest 
and concern to discover what the 
Maker and Lord thinks of His crea- 
tion, man, He knows what is in 
man and if we learn of Him we 
may come to evaluate man aright. 
It is well to note first that when 
God made man — 

1, He Made Him in His Own 
Image (v, 27), 

The teaching of Scripture makes 
it clear that this image was not 
anything material or physical, but 
rather a likeness of personality. As 
God is a personal, moral, intelligent 
Being, so 1s man, 

How tragic then that man will not 
only reject that grace, but will sub- 
ject his God-given personality to the 
destructive influence of alcohol, 

Not only did God make man in His 
image, but— 

2. He Gave Him Power and 
Authority (v, 28), 

This is the very thing man is seek- 
ing, and here we learn that the only 
One who had a right to give it~God 
Himself—bestowed it upon man. 

Having dominion over the entire 
earth, man is in a place of responsi- 
bility, not only for his own moral 
choices, but for the welfare of oth- 
ers, Think that over as it relates 
to the ever-growing liquor problem, 

II, Man Should Honor Man (Matt. 
12:11, 12; Rom, 14:19-21), 

Since God has such a high re- 
gard for man, it is clear that we 
ought to have real respect for our 
fellow man. ‘Man's inhumanity to 
man" is often declared to be the 
world’s greatest difficulty. It would 
not be so if God’s Word were 
obeyed. Man would learn that— 

1, He Should Recognize His Fellow 
Man's Value (Matt. 12:11, 12). 

Property values are so well to 
the front in the thinking of all, that 
it requires no argument to convince 
anyone that a sheep that has fallen 
into a pit should be rescued. But 
the sad thing is that the man who 
would run for help to rescue a sheep 
in that predicament will hardly cast 
an interested glance at the drunk in 
the gutter, or lose a few minutes 
sleep over the girls who are going 
to hell by way of our countless tav- 
erns, 

The plain fact is that we do not 
regard a man as of more value 
than a sheep. Many a neighbor- 
hood has been stirred to angry re- 
prisal over the poisoning of a pet 
dog, but will let the liquor dealer 
poison men and women—all for a 
small license fee. 

The man who loves his fellow man 
knows that— 

2, He Should Sacrifice for His Fel- 
low Man’s Good (Rom, 14:19-21). 

Paul here states a high principle 
of Christian consideration. He 
makes clear that man is his broth- 
er’s keeper and must do nothing 
which: will tempt his brother to do 
that which will harm him, 


II. Man Should Honor Himself 
(I Cor, 6:19, 20), 

Man is told not to think more 
highly of himself than he ought to 
think (Rom, 12:3), and that is good 
counsel, But at the same time he 
ought to think as highly of his own 
being as God does. He should rec- 
ognize that— 

1, His Body Is the Temple of the 
Holy Spirit (v. 19). 

The Bible teaches that the mo- 
ment a man believes in Christ his 
body becomes the dwelling place of 
the Holy Spirit. That means that he 
Must never take that body in any 
place (such as a tavern) to do any- 
thing or partake of anything (like 
intoxicants) which would dishonor 
the Holy Spirit of God.

EUROPE: 


See Zero Hour 

As the Axis radio dinned that the 
tnvasion of Europe could be expect- 
ed at any day, huge fleets of heavy 
U. S, and British bombers escorted 
by fighter planes continued to pour 
fire and destruction on the enemy's 
industry and defense installations, 
with Berlin the No. 1 target. 

Expecting the grandest amphibi- 


ous assault in military history, the 


Nazi high command continued to 
boast of its steel and concrete coast- 
al fortifications equipped with long 
and short range rocket guns, and, 
declaring the impending hostilities 
were to determine the future fate of 
Germany, insisted that they must 
fight it out in their deep defenses 
rather than make a wholesale re- 
treat. 

In Italy, strong armored German 
forces jabbed at stubborn U. S. and 
British lines on the Anzio beachhead 
below Rome, while heavy slush and 
snowfall slowed Allied advances on 
the bloody Cassino front, where bit- 
ter house to house fighting again 
was resumed after a long lull. 


GREAT BRITAIN: 
Coal Strikes 


- Laying down their tools in dissat- 
isfaction over recent national wage 
adjustments which failed to take ac- 
count of their work in excessive dust 
and water, an estimated 87,000 
Welsh coal miners walked out of 156 
pits and were joined by thousands 
in other English and Scottish fields 
as the government pondered taking 
over the properties. 

Formerly, the Welsh were paid 
a weekly bonus of $1.20 or more in 
addition to their regular wage of 
$18.07 for working under unfavor- 
able conditions, but when the gov- 
ernment recently raised the mini- 
mum pay of all the nation’s miners 
to $20, no adjustment was made in 
their compensation. 

With war industries, railroads and 
special overseas shipping threat- 
ened, the government insisted the 
men return to their jobs before it 
moved to meet the Welshmen’s de- 
mands, and also strove to iron out 
complaints of piece-workers that 
the new minimum wages gave 
straight-time miners producing less 
equal compensation. 


War Production 


Fully girded for war since the dec- 
laration of hostilities, Great Britain’s 
bustling industrial machine has 
turned out 83,000 tanks, armored 
cars and gun carriers; more than 
115,000 guns of more than 20 mm, 
caliber; nearly 5,500,000 machine- 
guns, rifles, submachine guns and 
automatic pistols; more than 1,000,- 
000 vehicles and almost 90,000 air- 
craft, 

With the U. S. producing the ma- 
jor bulk of the Allies’ merchant ship- 
ping, British yards have concentrat- 
ed on naval construction, with the 
result that His Majesty’s fleet is 
greater now than at the beginning 
of the war. 

Because of Britain’s concentration 
on the production of heavy bomb- 
ers, it has been able to supply three- 
quarters of the total structural 
weight of the Royal Air force, with 
the U. S. providing 18 per cent and 
British dominions 6 per cent of the 
remainder,

PACIFIC: 
Big Base Crumbles 


Once Japan’s big nerve-center in 
the South Pacific, Rabaul, had be- 
come increasingly untenable for the 
enemy under the heavy fire of U. S. 
bombers and fighter planes. 

Formerly a bechive of activity 
with Jap cargo ships carrying ma- 
terial into the port for transfer 
to smaller barges used to supply 
troops in the battle zones, U. S. 
fliers returning from raids over the 
New Britain base reported that big 
ships no longer could be seen,

U.S. Interests 


As high U. S. officials prepared 
for conferences with British leaders 
in London on America's postwar role 
in the Pacific, congress moved to 
appoint a 21-man committee to look 
into this country’s military and eco- 
nomic interests in that part of the 
world in peacetime. 

The whole question of America’s 
future position of the Pacific was 
drawn into sharp focus with Austra- 
lia’s and New Zealand’s declaration 
that these two countries are to be 
defensive centers for islands to their 
east and west, and use of any terri- 
tories during time of war does not 
entitle a nation to claims or rights 
on them. 

Not only is the U. S. concerned 
in the establishment of military 
bases in the Pacific for defensive 
purposes, but it also is anxious to 
provide equal opportunity for such 
American interests as airlines,

Company Plan 

With many of its 15,000 men and 
women in the services already being 
discharged, the International Har- 
vester company announced one of 
the first comprehensive vets’ re- 
employment plans in industry for its 
21 plants and 187 sales branches. 


Objective of the plan is to restore 
vets in their old jobs, or positions of 
comparable seniority and pay. Spe- 
cial training programs are to be 
established for physically handi- 
capped, while full use will be made 
of new skills acquired by vets in the 
services.

U.S. CASUALTIES: . 
Report 162,282 


Of America’s 162,282 battle casu- 
alties as of February 23, 37,853 lost 
their life and 35,565 were missing, 
either as prisoners of war, dead or 
men lost who had not yet made 
their way back to friendly hands, 
More than 57,000 were wounded, + 


Of the total, army casualties in- 
cluded 20,592 dead and 47,318 wound- 
ed, while the navy reported 17,261 
dead and 9,910 wounded. The army 
suffered its heaviest losses in the 
Mediterranean region, where up to 
January 31, 9,271 were dead, 29,278 
wounded, 3,141 missing and 17,361 
prisoners. 

In London, the army's chief 
psychiatric consultant, Col, Lloyd J. 
Thompson, reported that 75 per cent 
of the mental cases treated have 
been cured and returned to duty. 
Another 50 per cent of the more seri- 
ous cases have been cured after spe- 
cial insulin, shock and sleep therapy 
and group psychotherapy.
